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IL—SUMMARY OF THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY- 
GENERAL OF THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS, 1927. 


(r) Legal Questions. 

The Committee of Experts for the codification of International 
Law appointed by the Assembly of 22nd September, 1924, reported 
that there were seven subjects which were suitable for consideration 
with a view to settlement by international agreement. The Committee 
suggested that the Council of the League should decide on the procedure 
to be followed. 


(2) Finance. 
The League Budget for 1928 for consideration by the Assembly 


; amounts to— 


24,873,272 Gold francs as compared with 
24,512,341 Gold francs for 1927 ; and 
22,930,633 Gold francs for 1926. 


The apparent increase is chiefly due to the fact that Germany’s 
special contribution to the International Labour Organization was 
deducted up to and including 1927 as “‘ an appropriation in aid’ from 
the International Labour Organization. In view of the distribution of 
a small surplus from 1926 the contribution per member of the League 
will probably not be heavier than in 1927. 

(3) Reduction of Armaments, 

On 25th September, 1926, the Seventh Assembly adopted a resolution 
approving the international tendencies exemplified by the Locarno 
Treaties and expressing the hope that similar treaties of conciliation and 


arbitration would be adopted by other nations. It requested the 
Council to offer its good offices to any nation which needed them for such 


: 'apurpose. This the Council agreed to do on 8th December, 1926, and 
- accordingly so informed the member states of the League. 


Disarmament Conference. 


During the period under review the preparatory work for the 
Disarmament Conference advanced a further stage. 
The meeting of the Council on roth June, 1926, adjourned to its 


> September meeting the consideration of certain proposals brought 


forward by the French, Polish and Finnish Delegations. 
Of these the French proposal was the most important and dealt with 


© such steps as should be taken to facilitate the more rapid meeting of 


the Council in times of emergency and to prevent the development of, 
or preparation for, hostilities when the Council had taken a decision. 

A Committee of the Council examined these proposals in September 
and December, 1926, and on 8th December, 1926, the full Council 
resolved that the member states should be requested to consider the 
need of assuming a formal obligation to facilitate the rapid working 
of the organs of the League in cases of emergency. It also requested 
the Technical Committee to report on the best means of facilitating 
communications between Geneva and the different capitals and to 
make the preliminary enquiries necessary for the construction of a 
wireless station at Geneva sufficiently powerful to communicate with the 
greatest possible number of member states. 
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Further, the Council requested that information should be collected 
with a view to a possible application of Article 16 of the Covenant and 
in this connection to obtain the views of the financial organization op 


the Finnish suggestion regarding the giving of the financial assistance 7 
provided for in Article 16, and the views of the legal experts on the | 


question of blockade. 
The Private Manufacture of Arms and Ammunition. 


On 21st September, 1926, the Assembly considered the preliminary / 
draft of a Convention for the control of private manufacture of arms | 


and ammunition. It expressed the hope that in view of the close 
connection between the supervision of the manufacture of these 


implements and the international trade in them, the principal manu- 7 


facturing countries would ratify the Convention on the Supervision of 


the International Trade. Finally, it recommended the Council to | 


continue its enquiries regarding private manufacture in order that 
these questions might be included in the programme of the Disarmament 


Conference, if that Conference could meet before the 8th Session of © 
the Assembly, but if not, that a special Conference should be called to | 


deal with this subject. 


On 6th December the Council decided to refer the draft Convention 
to a special Conference, composed of representatives of the present | 
members of the Council, and that representatives of the U.S.A. andj 
of Russia should also be asked to attend. The Council proposed that 7 
a special Conference should be held in the Autumn of 1927 if the General | 


Disarmament Conference was not ready to function. 


To these invitations the Council received a refusal from Russia and | 


an acceptance from the U.S.A. On 8th December, 1926, it requested 


consideration of the date at which the Special Conference might be | 


held in the Autumn.of 1927. 


Investigations by Commissions of Control. 


On 11th December, 1926, the Council decided that the Council was J 


empowered by majority vote to decide (in conformity with Article 213 


of the Treaty of Versailles and the similar articles in the other Peace f 
Treaties) whether it was necessary in any particular case to hold any 


investigation and then to specify the limits of such an investigation. 


(4) Political Questions. 
China. 


On 8th February, 1927, the British Government communi- 


cated to the members of the League its well-known statement on/ 


British policy in China. This statement recalled the fact that 
H.M. Government still adhered to the principles laid down in the 
Washington Treaties and would gladly avail itself of the good offices 
of the League if any opportunity to do so should arise. 


Greco-Bulgarian Relations. 


On 27th November, I919, a convention had been signed by Greece 
and Bulgaria respecting reciprocal emigration. Progress in this work 
having been slow a Commission of Enquiry was sent out and the two 
Governments promised to keep the Council informed. Satisfactory 
reports were received by the Council in March, 1927. 
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(5) Administrative Questions. 
The Saar Territory. 


Four new members were appointed to the Saar Governing Com- 
mission. Mr. Stephens, the Canadian Chairman, who had sent in his 
resignation, agreed to remain for three months until his successor had 
been appointed. 

On 18th March, 1926, the Council took note that the local Gendarmerie 
would be ready in a week’s time, and that the French Government was 
about to withdraw, step by step, all troops stationed in the territory. 

On 18th February, 1927, the Governing Commission submitted a 
report on the protection and security of the railways. 

It proposed that the Railway Committee would ensure the discipline 
and policing of military transports using the Saar Railways, that an 
international defence force of 800 men, drawn from the occupying powers 
in the Rhineland, should be formed and used solely for the protection 
of the railways and that the Railway Committee, the defence force, and 
two battalions stationed outside the Saar should be at the disposal of 
the Governing Commission for the protection of the railways. 

This report led to debates in the Council on 12th March, 1927. 
Eventually the Council stipulated that the organization proposed, 
should be put into effect within three months and therefore the troops 
stationed in the territory should be withdrawn within the same period. 

Three reports on political and economic conditions in the Saar were 
furnished for the information of the Council. The only point of interest 
in these reports was an account of the difficulties created by the 
appreciation of the value of the French franc, which is the legal currency 
of the Saar. 

(6) Minorities. 

On 8th March, 1927, ‘the Council considered a petition presented 
by the Deutscher Volksbund of Polish Silesia complaining of the 
cancellation of the entries of a number of children for the primary 
German Minorities Schools, made in virtue of Article 149 of the German- 
Polish Convention of 15th May, 1922. The matter had been submitted 
to the President of the German-Polish Mixed Commission who had 
decided in favour of the petitioners. 

In its decision the Council recommended the Polish Government 
not to persist in its attitude in regard to the majority of the cases 
submitted. At the same time it declared that children who spoke only 
Polish should not be admitted to the Minority Schools, and that this 
fact should be determined by the President of the Mixed Commission 
assisted by a neutral expert who should be paid by the League of 
Nations, subject to refund by the Polish Government. 


(7) Mandates. 

The work of the ninth Mandates Commission was considered by the 
Council on 3rd-4th September, 1926. 

The British representative stated his objections to the adoption 
of such a detailed questionnaire as that drawn up by the Mandates 
Commission. He said that there was a tendency by which the 
Government of the mandated territory would become invested in the 
Mandates Commission instead of in the Mandatory. As regards petitions, 
he raised objections to the hearing of petitioners in person by the 
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Commission. The Representatives of Japan, New Zealand, South Africa 
and France concurred in the view expressed by the British representative. 
The Council requested the Mandatory powers to give their views on the 
two subjects, and on receipt of these replies, asked the Mandate; 
Commission (on roth December, 1926) to consider afresh the guestionnair, 
regarding B. and C. Mandates. 

On receiving the replies of the Mandatory powers on the propriety 


of hearing petitioners, the Council, in view of the unanimity of thes 7 
replies, decided that there was no reason to modify the existing procedure, | 
but left it to the Commission to decide in favour of hearing the petitioners 


in exceptional circumstances. 
Work of the 1oth Session of the Mandates Commission. 


From 4th to 19th November, the Mandates Commission considered 7 


the annual reports of the Mandatories of Western Samoa (1925-6); 
Pacific Islands under Japanese Mandate (1925); Iraq (1923-24 & 25), 
Cameroons (1925); Togoland (1925); Syria and Lebanon (1925). 


Regarding South West Africa the Commission doubted whether the

In examining the report on Syria and Lebanon the Commission 


expressed itself as favourably impressed by the conscientious and 
impartial manner with which the enquiries had been conducted on 
which the report was based. It came to the conclusion that no 
reprehensible excesses had been committed in the repression of the

measures of this kind.”’ 


Finally it considered that the practice of sending petitions from Fy 


outside the Mandated Territory was regrettable. 

As regards the Organic Law for Syria and Lebanon, the French 
representative made a declaration explaining the difficulties which the 
French Government had encountered in obtaining agreements among 
the different communities. 


(8) Work of the Technical Organizations. 
Under the heading of the Financial Committee the report gives a 
summary of the measures taken for the settlement of the Bulgarian 


refugees. 
In July, 1926, a loan was obtained from the Bank of England for 


£400,000 as an instalment of the total sum of {£2,250,000. On : 


8th September, 1926, the Bulgarian Government signed the Protocol 
embodying the scheme approved by the League and on 21st December, 
1926, a loan of {2,400,000 was successfully floated in London and 
New York. 

Double Taxation. 


The Committee of Experts on Double Taxation and Fiscal Evasion 
held three sessions in the period under review and drew up a series 0 
draft conventions. It admitted however that the diversity of legislation 
was such that no general convention could yet be framed, but that it 
would be possible to frame bilateral conventions. 
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Health. 


Under the heading of “health’’ the report was able to give an 
account of the further developments of the Eastern Bureau of Intelligence 
at Singapore—the first League organization in the Far East. 


Traffic in Women and Children. 


The 6th Session of the Traffic in Women and Children Committee 
was held at Geneva, 25th-30th April, 1927. 
The Committee considered the report of the Body of Experts and 


passed various resolutions. 


Traffic in Opium and Dangerous Drugs. 


The advisory Committee which sat at Geneva, 17th January to 
3rd February, 1927, called attention to the long delay in bringing the 
Geneva Convention of February, 1925, into force. It also pointed out 
that the Turkish Government had not yet replied to the Secretary- 
General’s letter of October, 1926, regarding the ratification of the Hague 
Convention of 1912. The Committee protested against the incomplete 
information furnished by the South and Central American countries 
on this subject and requested the Council to require them to furnish 
regular annual reports and to ask them whether they intended to ratify 
the Convention of 19th February, 1925. 


Registration of Treaties, etc. 


The report ends with a list of the treaties registered by the League. 
(Contributed). 


II. CHRONOLOGY. 
Abyssinia. 


August 14th.—Mr. Bentinck, the British Minister, handed to his Imperial 
Highness Ras Taffari Makonnen, the Regent, a memorandum giving the 
desiderata of His Majesty’s Government and the Government of the Sudan 
regarding the request for permission to construct a dam at the outlet of Lake 
Tsana. 


August 15th.—_-The Regent of Abyssinia has agreed to an inquiry into the 
incident of the attack on a British caravan, in June, by a mixed Anglo- 
Abyssinian Commission under a neutral chairman. He has expressed pro- 
found regret at the occurrence and sent a personal gift of £1,000 for the relief 
of the wounded and of the families of the British Somalis killed in the attack. 


Albania. 


August 16th.—Attempted robberies by Katchaks. (See Yugoslavia). 

August 17th.—New Yugoslav Minister to Albania. (See Yugoslavia). 

August 21st.—Tzena Beg Kryeziu, the new Albanian Minister to Yugo- 
Slavia arrived in Belgrade. 

August 30th.—It was reported in the Politika that nine classes of reservists 
had been called out in order to suppress the movement in Northern Albania. 
The movement was stated to be a purely internal affair, but rumours were 
being spread that it had been fomented by Yugoslavs. 
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Argentine. 


August 7th.—A General Strike was proclaimed and bomb outrages were 
perpetrated by persons thought to be supporters of Sacco and Vanzetti. 

August 22nd.—A bomb exploded at the Ford Agency at Cordoba causing 
much damage, but no loss of life was reported. 

August 23rd.—It was reported that a Sacco-Vanzetti demonstration took 
place in front of one of the newspaper offices in Buenos Aires. American 
commercial houses were stoned before the mob was dispersed. A stoppage 
of work throughout the country was also reported. 

August 25th.—The Treaty determining the frontier between Argentine 
and Bolivia, which was signed on 9th July, 1925, was approved by the Senate 
by 14 votes to 3. 

August 26th.—The Argentine Government announced the resumption of 
gold payments by the Conversion Office in Buenos Aires. 


Australia. 


August 8th.—A paper bearing the inscription: ‘‘ From the Nation that 
will murder innocent men—Sacco and Vanzetti,’’ was attached to the United 
States wreath on the Cenotaph at Sydney. 

August 23vd.—Three thousand men, directed by the Secretary of the 
Sydney Trades and Labour Council, marched through the City as a protest 
against the execution of Sacco and Vanzetti. 

August 24th.—It was reported from Melbourne that the Australasian 
Council of Trade Unions had resolved to launch a boycott of American goods, 
because of what it alleged to be the injustice of the sentence on Sacco and 


Vanzetti. 


Austria. 


August 3rd:—It was reported that the Military Control Commission called 
the attention of the Government to the creation of the Vienna Municipal 
Guard, which they stated was a contravention of the Treaty of Saint-Germain. 

August 7th.—The Vienna City Council decided to disband the recently 
created Municipal Guard. 

Supplementary agreement to the Commercial Treaty with Czechoslovakia. 


(See Czechoslovakia). 


Belgium. 


August 1oth.—It was reported that the Telephone Administration had 
received authority to make use of the British wireless station through which 
telephonic communication is effected between Great Britain and the Unitec 
States. 

August 19th.—The Government placed before the Chamber the last of 
the three reports it had drawn up in answer to the report of the Reichstag 
Commission of Inquiry into the facts connected with the outbreak of war, 
in 1914. 

August 23vd.—It was stated that although Belgium was not taking part 
in the discussions on the Rhineland Armies of Occupation she would reduce 
the number of troops proportionately with France and Great Britain. 


August 24th.—A meeting of protest, organized by Communists, against 
the execution of Sacco and Vanzetti, was held in Brussels. About 1,500 
persons were present. A number of arrests were made. 

August 30th.—The Council of Ministers approved the agreement reached 
between the British and French Governments for a reduction of the Armies 
of Occupation in the Rhineland. One thousand Belgian troops will be with- 
drawn. A fresh inquiry on the subject of francs-tireurs was also considered. 
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Bolivia. 


August 12th.—It was reported that one hundred Indians had been; killed 
and many more wounded in fighting with Bolivian troops. 

August 16th.—It was stated that the Government was taking measures 
to restore order and that the rebellion was confined to three departments 
(Cochabamba, Potosi and Chuquisaca), 

August 17th.—It was reported that the rising of Indians had been entirely 
subdued and that absolute order prevailed. 


August 25th.—Frontier Treaty with Argentine. (See Argentine), 


Brazil. 

August 10th.—It was reported that strikes were proclaimed, in sympathy 
with Sacco and Vanzetti in Rio de Janeiro and; Sao.Paulo. Special guards 
were posted at the United States Embassy and Consulate, and at banks and 


commercial, houses. 

August 11th.—Work was resumed in the strike areas after the news of the 
respite of Sacco and Vanzetti. 

August 12th.—The British Delegation to the International Parliamentary 
Commercial Conference sailed. 

August 29th.—The British Parliamentary Delegation arrived at Rio de 
Janeiro. 


Bulgaria. 

August 5th.—The Sobranye was prorogued until October. 

August 10th.—A bomb exploded in the vicinity of the United States 
Consulate at Sofia, no casualties were reported. It was stated that this was 
a demonstration in connection with the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 

August 11th.—It was reported that another organization of Anarchist- 
Communist conspirators had been discovered at Philippopolis. Fifteen men 
and women were arrested. 

August 22nd.—M, Athanssoff, Secretary of the Siireté Générale, was kid- 
napped by a group of armed men, who made another attack on his life, 
wounding him. It was thought that the outrage was. committed by Mace- 
donians who accused M. Athanssoff of spying on behalf of the Serbs. 


August 27th.—Hostile demonstration by Yugoslav Railway Police against 
Bulgarians. (See Yugoslavia). 


Canada. 

August 7th.—The Peace Bridge, joining Canada with the United States 
at the southern neck of the Niagara River and Lake Erie, was dedicated. 
The Prince of Wales, General Davies (Vice-President of the United States), 
Mr. Kellog (Secretary of State for War), Mr. A. Smith (Governor of New 
York), and many distinguished. visitors were present. General Dawes in 
his. speech said that the failure at Geneva would only result in the stronger 
demand that the work of interpreting the principles of equality in the respec- 
tive ship programmes should be continued until, a fair agreement was 
reached. 

August 16th.—Mr. Frederick R. Dolveare has been appointed Counsellor 
to the United States Legation in Ottawa. 


Chile. 


August 21st.—Resignation of Ambassador to the United States and 
nomination of successor. (See U.S.A.). 
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China. 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 


Civil Wars. 


Shantung and Kiangsu. 


August 3vd.—It was reported that Chiang Kai-shek had recaptured 
Hsuchowfu from the Northerners, but it was later stated (Times. August 5th) 
that the Southern forces taking the offensive on the Tientsin-Pukow Railway 
had, after heavy fighting on the 2nd and 3rd August, come within twelve 
miles of Hsuchowfu. 

August 5th.—It was denied that Pengpu had been occupied by the 
Northern forces, the most southerly point reached being Suchow. 

August 7th.—Fighting in the region immediately south of Hsuchowfu 
and on a line stretching eastward towards Haichow was reported. It was 
announced that the Southern forces had been repelled. 

August 9th.—Ankouchun (Northern Allied Army) headquarters reported 
that the Northerners had advanced to Suchow while the Southerners had 
retired to Pengpu. 

August 1oth.—It was reported that Feng Yu-hsiang was making demon- 
stration through Tsaochowfu and Tsining against the Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway, with the object of creating a diversion in favour of Chiang Kai-shek. 

August 11th.—It was reported that the Northern advance had reached 
Mingkwang, sixty miles,from Nanking. 

August 12th.—It was reported that the Northern forces had pushed on 
towards Pukow. Gunfire was heard from the northern bank of the river, 
and it was understood that foreign residents at Nanking had been warned to 
be in readiness to take refuge in the warships. 

The capture of Yangchow, opposite Chinkiang, by Sun Chuan-fang was 
confirmed. 

August 14th.—It was reported that Feng Yu-hsiang’s advance into 
Shangtung had collapsed and that Chang Chung-chang’s forces had occupied 
the Lunghai railway up to the Honan border. 

August 16th.—The Northerners were stated to have reached Chuchow, 
thirty miles north of Pukow. Sun Chuan-fang was reported to have tele- 
graphed to the Peking Government, saying that he expected to be in Nanking 
and Shanghai shortly. 

August 17th.—It was reported that Pukow had been captured and that 
Nanking was being bombarded by Northern forces. British subjects at 
Nanking were taken on board H.M. destroyer ‘“‘ Wivern’”’ and H.M. river 
steamer ‘‘ Woodlark.”’ 

Some of Feng Yu-hsiang’s forces were reported to be massed near the 
eastern Honan border, and to be threatening Tsaochowfu (Shantung). 

The Chihli forces had advanced up the Wei River to Tamingfu. 

August 18th.—It was reported that the Northern forces were threatening 
Chinkiang and that Sun Chuan-fang was advancing down the Grand Canal. 

Nanking was intermittently shelled during the day. 

August 19th.—Japanese troops in Shantung. (See Foreign Relations). 

August 20th.—Five warships, believed to be the Northern (Tsingtao) 
squadron appeared off Woosung and fired at the forts and railway station. 
The Woosung forts replied, after which the squadron drew off. 

August 21st.—Further shots were exchanged between the Tsingtao squad- 
ron and the Woosung forts. 

Landing of British Marines in Nanking. (See Foreign Relations.) 

August 22nd.—Official reports stated that Kuominchun forces neat 
Tsaochowfu had been driven across the Honan border by the Shantung army. 

It was reported that the Northern advance through Kiangsu had been 


momentarily held up. 
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Chinese Internal A ffairs—(contd.) 


August 23vd.—It was reported that Sun Chuan-fang’s forces were collected 
on the northern bank of the Yangtze and were waiting to see whether it was 
safe to cross. 

August 23vd.—It was reported that the Shantung and Chihli forces in the 
north were edging in upon Feng Yu-hsiang and pushing outposts westwards 
into Honan. 

August 25th.—It was reported that Sun Chuan-fang’s forces were pre- 
paring to cross the Yangtze at five points with the object of occupying the 
southern bank from Nanking to Chinkiang. 

The troops of Sun Chuan-fang occupied Tungchow, fifty miles north-west 
of Shanghai. 

August 26th.—It was reported that the troops of Sun Chuan-fang had 
crossed the Yangtze at two points, one fifteen miles below Nanking at Lungtan, 
and the other ten miles above. 

August 29th.—The Chinese Press contained reports of the occupation of 
Nanking by Northerners, but it was thought that up to date only small 
bands or irregulars had crossed the Yangtze. 

Feng Yu-hsiang was reported to be making a discretionary retirement 
westwards, before the pressure of the Chihli and Shantung forces. 

Japanese troops in Shantung. (See Foreign Relations.) 

August 30th.—Withdrawal of Japanese troops on the Tsinan-Tsingtao 
Railway. (See Foreign Relations.) 


Honan. 


August 13th.—It was reported that through communication between 
Hankow and Cheng-chow had been suspended for ten days. 

August 15th.—It was reported that Feng Yu-hsiang had appointed a 
commissioner for Foreign Affairs of his own. 

August 27th.—Reported fall of Hankow to Feng Yu-hsiang. (See Hankow 
Government.) 

August 30th.—The report that Feng Yu-hsiang had detained Borodin 
when the latter was travelling in Shensi was unofficially confirmed. It was 
stated that Feng Yu-hsiang had seized Borodin’s party, cars and gold, and 
that he had extracted a promise from Borodin that he would when in Moscow 
negotiate for further support for Feng. As a pledge of good faith Borodin 
was compelled to leave a number of important subordinates with Feng 
Yu-hsiang. 

It was also reported that General Gallen, on arrival in Honan en route 
for Russia with cars, equipment and money was seized by Feng Yu-hsiang’s 
subordinates, who refused to allow him to proceed, sending him back to 
Hankow, minus 16,000 gold roubles. 


Negotiations between Rival Factions. 


August 3vd.—In an interview (see Peking Government), Chang Tso-lin 
stated that Chiang Kai-shek’s proposals for an understanding with the 
Northern forces were unacceptable and that it was the place of Chiang Kai- 
shek to agree to conditions that would guarantee his immunity from attack 
in the rear while he was settling accounts with Hankow and to leave the 
Northerners to deal with affairs in the north. 

August 5th.—It was reported that regular delegates for Peking and 
Chiang Kai-shek were endeavouring to negotiate an agreement at a con- 
ference near Nanking. 

August 17th.—It was reported that Sun Chuan-fang was negotiating with 
Feng Yu-hsiang for an alliance. 

August 25th.—It was reported that Yen Hsi-shan had refused to take an 
active part in the campaign against Feng Yu-hsiang, but was agreeable to 
opposing any pro-Feng movement from Suiyuan and to remain neutral

elsewhere, while his: force occupying the junction of the Peking-Hankow 
and Shansi railways would retire when the Fengtien army was ready to 


replace them. 


Shanghai. 

August 3rd.—The Chinese Post Office refused to dispatch copies of the 
North China Daily News. No official explanation of the refusal has been 
given. A protest has been entered by the British Consulate. 

August 7th.—Visit of Japanese Minister in Peking. (See Nanking 
Government.) 

August 8th—The Nationalist Government announced that from the 
11th August all imported wines and liqueurs were to pay 30 per cent. 
ad valorem duty. It was reported that the French Chamber of Commerce 
had decided to take action against the extra taxes. 

August 9th.—It was announced that the embargo on the export of silver 
to the outports had been lifted by order of the Nanking Ministry of Finance. 

Japanese millowners’ threat. (See Foreign Relations.) 

August 1oth.—Decision of Japanese millowners. (See Foreign Relations). 

August 11th.—It was reported that a Fascist corps had been organized 
in Shanghai, consisting of both foreigners and Chinese, for the purpose of 
assisting the municipal and other authorities in the settlement and in the 
protection of the rights of residents and of maintaining the Customs and 
Salt Gabelle under foreign control until all obligations due to the foreign 
countries were met. 

The Nationalist tax of 30 per cent. on wines and spirits became effective. 
The steamship “‘ Katori Maru’”’ was due in Shanghai with a very large 
consignment of liquor collected in view of the special luxury tax of 57} per cent. 
announced for 1st September. It was announced that the merchants affected 
had decided to place the liquor in bond and attempt to clear through the 
Consulates, refusing to pay the Nationalist duty. 

August 12th.—After a protest by the Municipal Council against the 
collection of the illegal Nationalist taxes within the International Settlement, 
the Consular Body notified the Chinese Commissioner for Foreign Affairs 
that the Nationalists would not be allowed to collect stamp, cigarette and 
wine duties. It was announced that the Consular notification applied only 
to the Nationalist tax collectors who functioned within the International 
Settlement. 

Two British steamers and one American steamer cleared from Shanghai, 
refusing to pay extra tonnage dues to the Customs. 

August 15th.—It was reported that Huang Fu (one of Chiang Kai-shek’s 
personal appointments) had resigned, but that the military had assumed 
command at Shanghai. 

August 16th.—Impounding of aeroplane wings. (See Foreign Relations.) 

August 17th.—As a result of the refusal of the Chinese Commissioner for 
Foreign Affairs to restore the wings of the aeroplane which was forced to 
land on the International Racecourse at Shanghai, Major-General Duncan, 
G.O.C., Shanghai Defence Force, ordered the Shanghai-Hangchow Railway 
line to be cut and ordered troops to occupy posts which were held during the 
troubles in the early part of the year. A communiqué to this effect was 
issued by the Shanghai Defence Force headquarters. 

Mr. C. C. Wu, Foreign Minister of the Nanking Government, stated that 
he intended to use the aeroplane incident as a means of exposing the facts 
of British flights in China. 

It was reported that Nationalist troops were flocking into Shanghai 


from Nanking. 
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Chinese Internal A ffairs—(contd.). 


August 18th.—The Chinese authorities returned the wings of the British 
aeroplane and British engineers began to repair the break in the railway. 
It was understood that pressure was brought to bear upon the Nationalist 
Foreign Minister by Chinese military leaders anxious to transport their 
troops west of Shanghai. 

August 22nd.—Action with regard to imposition of duties. (See Foreign 
Relations.) 

August 25th.—The action brought by a British firm against the Ocean 
Steamship Company, possessing wharves and warehouses in Shanghai, 
demanding the release of cases of beer valued at £100, was heard in the 
British Supreme Court at Shanghai. The Commissioner of Customs who 
had been sent an official notice of the action did not attend the court and 
counsel for the warehouse company stated that in his absence the warehouse 
company did not propose to argue his case and would release the cargo on 
an order from the Court. At the same time a similar case was heard in 
the Japanese Court. 

August 27th.—In the test case in which a British firm sued the Ocean 
Steamship Company, Mr. Justice Grain gave judgment that the plaintiffs, 
having complied with all formalities provided for by Treaty and the 
Washington Conference, were entitled to the cargo in question. 

August 28th.—It was announced that the Nanking Government had 
instructed the Customs at Shanghai to continue to collect the Washington 
surtax of 24 per cent., an order which apparently superseded the instructions 
to collect the higher duties from 1st September. 


The Peking Government. 

August 3vd.—Chang Tso-lin received at Peking M. Krarup, the Specia! 
correspondent of the Copenhagen newspaper Politiken. Chang Tso-lin state«c! 
that Pengpu had been occupied by Northern troops. Apparently it was no: 
intended to advance while the negotiations with Chiang Kai-shek were 
proceeding. 

August 9th.—The Spanish Minister and the Peking Foreign Minister met 
to begin negotiations for a new treaty between their respective countries. 

August 1oth.—It was reported that the Japanese Minister had returned 
to Peking without visiting Hankow. 

August 16th.—The entrance examination of 900 candidates, including 
fifty young women, for the newly-formed propaganda corps of the Mukden 
Army was held. 

August 23vd.—Appointment of delegate to League Council. (See League 
of Nations.) 


The Kuomintang. 
The Nanking Government. 


August 7th.—It was reported in connection with his visit to Shanghai 
that Mr. Yoshizawa, the Japanese Minister in Peking, had_spoken to the 
Press with regard to the new duties imposed or about to be imposed by the 
Nanking Government of the necessity for devising ‘“‘ adequate counter 
measures.” 

August 8th.—-Duties imposed on imported wines and liqueurs. (See 
Shanghai.) 

August 1toth.—Japanese millowners in Shanghai decision ve duties. (See 
Foreign Relations.) 

August 11th.—French steamship company’s protest against tonnage 
surtax. (See Foreign Relations.) 

August 12th.—Consular Body at Shanghai and Nationalist taxes. (See 
Shanghai.) 
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Chinese Internal Affairs—(contd.) 


The Kuomintang, at a military conference at Nanking, deprived Chiang 
Kai-shek of his command (Times, 15th August). It was reported that this 
action was taken at the instigation of the Cantonese elements of the 
Nationalists who had acquired ascendency over the Ningpo section (to which 
Chiang Kai-shek belonged) as a result of Chiang Kai-shek’s losses at the 
hands of the Northerners. An offer of the command of the eastern front 
was refused by Chiang Kai-shek. 

August 13th—Chiang Kai-shek left Shanghai en route for Ningpo. 

August 14th.—It was announced that Chiang Kai-shek had issued a circular 
telegram ‘‘ To the People of China’’ announcing his resignation of the 
position of Generalissimo of the Nationalist armies and declaring his intention 
of retiring into private life. 

The Nationalists announced their intention of imposing income-tax at 
the rate of £200 to pay £2 up by graded scale to incomes of £50,000 which 
would pay £500. The abolition of twelve Customs-houses as a preliminary 
to the abolition of /ikin on 1st September was also announced. 

August 15th.—It was reported that the Government was carrying on its 
function through the Ministries of Foreign Affairs, Finance, Communications 
and Justice. Five members of the Central Control Commission resigned 
with Chiang Kai-shek, but a military council was appointed. 

It was believed that a union between Hankow and Nanking was imminent. 

August 16th.—Nearly all the members of the Government arrived at 
Shanghai. It was reported that the majority of the departmental officials 
were resigning. 

August 17th.—Foreign Minister’s statement on aeroplane incident. (See 
Shanghai.) 

August t9th.—It was reported that Chiang Kai-shek had issued a telegram 
requesting that his resignation should be accepted and that he should be 
prosecuted for gross neglect of duty. It was also stated that a deputation 
of thirty had recently gone to Fengwa to request Chiang Kai-shek to withdraw 
his resignation. 

August 25th.—It was announced that the Government had cancelled the 
orders for the closure of the native Customs Houses within a 50 li (about 
17 miles) zone of the Treaty Ports which was to have coincided with the 
imposition of new duties on Ist September. 


The Hankow Government. 

August 6th—Mr. H. Porter, British Consul-General at Hankow, tele- 
graphed that nothing was known of Mr. Riley, the missing correspondent of 
The Times. 

August 7th.—It was reported that there was a complete disruption of the 
elements composing the Wuhan Government and that six leading generals 
appeared to be acting independently of each other and of the Government. 

August 8th.—It was reported that the owners of property in the Chinese 
and British areas at Hankow who had refused to take the depreciated Central 
Bank notes were being compelled to pay their rates in silver dollars, though 
the embargo on the silver of foreign banks continued. 

August 11th.—General Gallen, formerly Russian miltary adviser to the 
Nationalist Government, left Hankow for Chengchow en route, it was under- 
stood, for Urga (Mongolia). 

August 12th.—It was reported that Mr. Eugene Chen, the Foreign Minister, 
had tendered his resignation, on the ground, it was believed, of disagreement 
with General Tang Sing-chi (controlling the Hankow armies). Mr. Chen’s 
successor was understood to be Mr. Ku Ning-yu, but it was later stated that 
the order to this effect has been cancelled (Times, 15th August). 

August 17th.—The Finance Minister was stated to have seized the Salt 


Audit Office at Hankow. 
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Chinese Internal A ffairs—contd. 


August 21st.—It was reported that the Kuomintang had decided to remove 
the Nationalist Government, and the Kuomintang Headquarters, to Nanking, 
put that the date had not been fixed owing to the military situation. It 
was also stated that the military authorities had not yet allowed Wuhan 
(Hankow) troops to enter Nanking. 

August 24th.—Several members of the Wuhan (Hankow) and Nanking 
Governments who had been in conference at Kuling sailed down river from 
Kiukiang. 

August 27th.—It was announced that Mr. Eugene Chen, former Foreign 
Minister in the Hankow Government, accompanied by Madame Sun Yat-sen, 
had arrived at Vladivostok, on his way to Moscow. 

According to a statement by the Soviet Consulate at Shanghai, Hankow 
was in the hands of 8,o00 troops belonging to Feng Yu-hsiang. The message 
also stated that Tang Seng-chi, the leading general of the Hankow faction, 
was endangered. 

August 30th.—A wireless message stated that Wuchang was in the hands 
of the ‘‘ Reds.”’ 





















Canton. 







August 2nd.—20,000 merchants marched to the headquarters of the Canton 

Government to present a petition expressing their opposition to the new 
luxury taxes. They were dispersed through the fire brigade turning hoses 
upon them, and they received no reply to their petition. 

August 3vd.—It was reported that ‘‘ Red ’’ agents had shot and seriously 
wounded General Feng Cho-man, a moderate Labour Commissioner, who had 
displaced Chan Fu-mok, a Communist. 

August 8th.—It was reported that the British Steamship Company had 
completely given in to the Canton Seamens’ Union, although the latter was 
proscribed in Hong-Kong. In future, it was stated, the union would supply 
the crews and the boycott would be called off forthwith. 

The Soviet Government was reported to have sent a letter to the Canton 
Government, protesting against interference with the official mail. 

A British and a Chinese steamer while passing near Samchow, in the 
Canton delta, were fired on by Chinese, believed to be pirates. 

August 12th.—It was reported that the Canton Government, having 
announced that the /ikin stations were to be closed down on 1st September, 
the /ikin monopolists were raising strenuous objections. 

August 18th.—It was reported that the police had arrested sixty-eight 
“ Reds ’’ on charges of sedition and treason. 


August 28ih.—It was announced that the Commissioner for Customs at 
Canton had been officially informed by the local Government that it had 
postponed the adoption of tariff autonomy, which in effect cancelled the 
instructions to collect the additional duties. 


August 30th.—It was reported that Li Chai-sum (Garrison Commander at 
Canton) had returned hurriedly to Canton in order to cope with the growing 
unrest. An extensive run on the Central Bank was stated to have ended 
after a frank discussion between the Government and the merchants, the 
latter being satisfied with the silver reserve provisions. It was announced 
that the anti-Hankow expedition had been recalled, but that the Canton 
authorities appeared to be consolidating their position with a view to main- 
taining an independent régime. 

It was reported that the China Merchants’ Company’s passenger steamer 
“ Hsin Chi” which left Shanghai on 24th August, for Foochow, had been 
seized by pirates, who compelled the captain to steer for Bias Bay, the 
pirates’ headquarters near Hong-kong, where she arrived on 27th August. 
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FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

August 3vd.—Protest by the British Consulate against refusal of the 
Chinese Post Office to transmit the North China Daily News. (See Shanghai.) 

August 6th.—Fate of Mr. Riley. (See Hankow Government.) 

August 7th.—Visit of Japanese Minister in Peking to Shanghai, ve Nanking 
Government taxes. (See Nanking Government.) 

August 8th.—Letter from Soviet to Canton Government. (See The 
Kuomintang-Canion.) 

Dr. C. T. Wang stated that he had been searching for Mr. Riley on behalf 
of Feng Yu-hsiang, but had not been successful. 

August 9th.—Negotiations for Treaty between Spanish and Peking 
Government. (See Peking Government.) 

Nine Japanese cotton mills in Shanghai have, it was announced, passed 
a resolution that they will close down and discharge the 60,000 Chinese mill 
hands employed in them unless the Nanking Government entirely withdrew 
the proposed Excise Duty due to come into force on Ist September. 

August 10th.—It was reported that the Japanese millowners in Shanghai 
had decided to close down if the new duties were not withdrawn forthwith. 

August 11th.—It was reported that while one American and several 
vessels flying the flags of minor Powers had recently paid the tonnage surtax 
under protest, the Messageries steamer ‘‘ Paul Lecat’’ had declined to pay 
more than the recognized rate. The Customs refused to certify the clearance, 
but the Messagerie representative then paid the Treaty rate to the credit 
of China to the French consul, who cleared the vessel. She then sailed with- 
out further incident. It was understood that similar procedure would be 
adopted by the other Powers. 

August 16th.—Viscount Gort, V.C., G.S.O.1., Shanghai Defence Force, was 
announced to be returning to England—his place to be taken by Lieut.- 
Colonel J. McD. Haskard, 1st Battalion, the East Yorkshire Regiment. 

The Chinese authorities at Shanghai impounded the wings of a British 
aeroplane, whose pilot had made a forced landing outside the Settlement. 

August 17:h.—British action with regard to impounding of aeroplane 
wings. (See Shanghat.). 

August 18ih.—Settlement of aeroplane incident. (See Shanghat). 

it was announced in reference to the 30 per cent. extra tax placed upon 
wines and spirits that the merchants intended to apply for a writ of mandamus 
on the British Court. 

August 19th.—Vice-Admiral Sir Reginald Tyrwhitt, Commander-in-Chief, 
China Station, left Shanghai on the flagship “‘ Hawkins ’”’ for Hankow. 

It was reported that during the firing on Nanking, H.M. destroyer 
““ Wivern ’’ was hit several times. 

Baron Tanaka, the Japanese Prime Minister and Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, stated that there was no intention of withdrawing the Japanese 
from Shantung at the moment. 

August 21st.—It was reported by the Kharbin correspondent of the Tass 
Agency that a preliminary agreement had been reached between the Soviet 
and Chinese administration of the Chinese Eastern Railway concerning the 
mode of keeping the cash funds pending their final apportionment as net 
revenue. 

One hundred marines were landed from H.M.S. ‘‘ Hawkins,’”’ the flagship 
of Vice-Admiral Tyrwhitt, Commander-in-Chief, China Station, for the pro- 
tection of the International Export Company’s property at Nanking. 

Sir Miles Lampson, British Minister, returned to Peking. 


August 22nd.—As a first step to defeat the Nationalist attempt to enforce 
exhorbitant taxes on imports, a Shanghai firm sued the Ocean Steamship, 
Limited, for the release of £100 worth of beer. The case is to be heard 


shortly. 
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Chinese Foreign Relations—(contd.) 


It was reported that Feng Yu-hsiang’s son in Moscow had published a 
letter denouncing his father. 

August 23vd.—It was announced that the Chihli River Commission, the 
official body charged with river conservancy, had published a letter dated 
roth August, addressed to the British China Indemnity Advisory Committee, 
care of the British Legation, Peking. The letter pointed out the danger of 
inundation, and asked for a loan of £3,000,000 from the Boxer Indemnity 
funds. 

August 25th.—Action reported on 22nd August begun in British Supreme 
Court. (See Shanghai.) 

A strike occurred at the Penhsihu Coal and Iron Company’s works, an 
important Japanese concern near Mukden, and led to a riot in which the 
mob attacked the offices and residences of the Japanese employees, killing 
one and wounding several. An encounter between the mob and the police 
resulted in many casualties. The disturbances were stated to have been 
instigated by Communist agitators. 

With regard to Japanese interests in Manchuria, it was reported that the 
Japanese Consul at Mukden had made a series of representations to the local 
authorities, urging recognition of legitimate Japanese claims. These claims 
included: (1) a protest against the constructions of two railways recently 
begun, which, it is contended violate the treaty stipulation that China should 
not build railways competing with or parallel to the Southern Manchurian 
Railway ; (2) the recognition of the Japanese right, established by the treaty 
of 1915, to lease land in South Manchuria for various enterprises ; (3) the 
right to establish a branch consulate at Linkiang ; (4) the question of irregular 
taxation. 

The United States gunboat “‘ Isabel ’’ (which was later reported as con- 
veying three British merchantmen from Nanking) was hit fifty times by 
rifle fire as it was passing Nanking. One sailor was slightly wounded before 
the Chinese fire was silenced by machine-gun fire from the gunboat. 

It was announced that No. 2 (Army Co-operation) Squadron, R.A.F., 
attached to the Shanghai Defence Force, was to return to England within a 
week. 

August 27th.—Settlement of test case involving right of Nanking 
Government to impose surtaxes. (See Shanghat.) 

August 28th.—Bandits attacked an eastbound train on the Chinese 
Eastern Railway. The train was derailed, fifty Chinese passengers were 
carried away captive, and the foreign passengers robbed though none were 
reported captured or injured. 

August 29th.—It was announced that the British Resident in Sikhim had 
received news that a party of three or four foreigners had been murdered 
by Lamas in West Szechwan. It was thought that these foreigners were 
a party of missionaries who had been advised to withdraw from Western 
Kansu last June. 

It was reported that members of the Chinese Tariff Commission were 
considering the question of inviting the Powers to re-open the special tariff 
conference. 

Baron Tanaka, the Japanese Prime Minister, announced at a meeting of 
the Privy Council that it had been decided to withdraw the Japanese troops 
from the province of Shantung, in the immediate future. 

August 30th.—The Japanese Government issued orders for the withdrawal 
of the forces stationed along the Tsinan-Tsingtao railway. The War Office 
stated that the evacuation would be completed in about ten days. The 
replacement troops which were sent to Manchuria will be recalled. The 
Government issued a statement in which it was said that similar steps would 
be taken if the safety of Japanese residents in any part of China was 
threatened. 
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Cyrenaica. 
July 27th.—It was reported that Italian forces attacked the tribesmen 
and encircled them. The Arabs made a vain attempt to break through. 
July 30th.—The last stronghold of the Arabs was surrounded and 
destroyed. The bodies of 150 Arabs were found killed and 71 rifles, 300 head 
of cattle and 10,000 sheep fell into the hands of the Italians. The Italian 


losses were comparatively light. 


Czechoslovakia. 
August 3vd.—Audience of Czechoslovak Ministers with the Pope. (See 
Italy.) 
August 7th.—The Czechoslovak Government has approved the supple- 
mentary agreement to the commercial treaty with Austria which was signed 
on 21st July. The Agreement will come into force on 1oth August. 
August 24th.—The police raided the “ Facist’’ headquarters and the 


offices of the principal “‘ Fascist ’’ newspaper in Prague. 

August 25th.—As a result of the police raid on 24th August, the chief 
editor of the ‘‘ Fascist’’ newspaper and other prominent members of the 
“ Fascist ’’ organization, which had the former General Gaida as its leader, 


were arrested. 


Denmark. 





August 22nd.—Sacco-Vanzetti demonstrations were held in Copenhagen. 
Eleven arrests were made. 


Egypt. 

August 5th.—Count Mitcha Koguii, Japanese Minister to Bucharest 
arrived to discuss with the Foreign Ministry the conclusion of the commercial 
convention between Egypt and Japan. So far there has been a general 
agreement except with regard to the admission of Japanese tobacco. 

August 11th—A conference was called by the Ports and Lights 
Administration to render compulsory the employment of pilots by all vessels 


entering and leaving Alexandria Harbour. 
August 12th-—A Report on the Economic and Financial Situation of 


Egypt (dated May, 1925) by Mr. E. Homan Mulock was issued by the 


Department of Overseas Trade. 
August 14thMemorandum handed by British Minister to Abyssinian 


Regent. (See Abyssinia.) 
August 23vd.—The death of Zaghlul Pasha, the President of the Chamber, 


occurred. 
August 28th.—A meeting of Senators and Deputies was held after which 


telegrams were sent to Members of the Wafd on holidays recalling them 
to attend a congress in Cairo to discuss the future policy. 


Esthonia. 


August 4th.—it was reported that the police made an attempt in the 
street to arrest a communist agent from Russia. The latter fired several 


shots and was finally killed by the police. 
August 10th.—It was reported that M. Luik, a Left Wing Socialist 


member, had disappeared and that he had fied to Russia fearing arrest on 
account of subsidies he had received from Moscow. 


Finland. 


August 9th.—M. Halvard Bachke, the Doyen of the Diplomatic Corps 
in Helsingfors, where he has been Norwegian Minister since 1924, has been 
appointed to Washington and will be succeeded by M. Jakhelin. 
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France. 


August 5th.—The floating dock of 25,000 tons, constructed by Germany 
on behalf of France, under the Dawes Plan, arrived in perfect condition off 
Le Verdon. 

M. Oudegeest, principal Secretary of the Executive Committee, Inter- 
national Federation of Trade Unions, announced his resignation at the meeting 
on the grounds that he no longer enjoyed the unanimous confidence of the 
congress. 

At a plenary meeting of the Trade Union International, the Secretary 
(M. Jouhaux) of the Conféderation Générale du Travail, called upon the 
Congress to protest against the proposed execution of Sacco and Vanzetti. 

The Communist Trade Unions of the Seine Department decided to call a 
general strike if the sentences were not commuted. 

August 6th.—The Continental Delegates of the International Federation 
of Trade Unions held their final meeting and indicated their hostility to the 
admission of the all-Russian Trade Unions and refused to re-elect Mr. Purcell, 
M.P., the this year’s president and strongest advocate of the proposal, to the 
executive. 

A demonstration, organized by the Paris Branch of the International 
Defence Committee was held. 

The Cabinet decided that no demonstrations in favour of Sacco and 
Vanzetti were to be allowed in the Paris streets. 

Augusi 8th.—The press published a report which had appeared in Die 
Menschheit, of two lectures which it was reported were delivered by former 
German officers, describing plans for a complete re-organization of the 
Reichswehr. 

Demonstrations were held at Casablanca in favour of Sacco and Vanzetti 
and Communists burned the United States flag in the streets. M. Urbain 
Blanc, an official at the Residency, conveyed the apologies of the French 
Government to the United States Consul. Orders to take severe steps against 
the demonstrators were received from Paris. 

August 9th.—The Times Correspondent in Paris discussed the reported 
re-organization of the Reichswehr and the concern aroused among French 
military writers by the increased outlay on the German Army and Navy. 

M. Henri de Jouvenel has informed M. Briand that he will not be a 
member of the French delegation to the Assembly of the League of Nations 
at its next session. In a letter to Le Matin he attacked the diplomatic 
methods of M. Briand since the Treaty of Locarno. 

The Technical Committee set up by the Ministry of Commerce to enquire 
into the cost of living presented its report. 

M. Catry, who in obedience to a false message, liberated MM. Daudet and 
Delest, appeared before the Court of Enquiry and was officially reprimanded. 
It was reported that M. Catry had been ordered to retire. 

August 10th.—M. Fomine, an employee at the Soviet Consulate in Paris, 
was shot at and wounded by a Russian woman whose repatriation had been 
delayed. 

M. Briand and M. de Jouvenel made further statements of their views 
of the attitude of France towards the League of Nations. 

Herr von Hosch, the German Ambassador, returned to Paris after several 
months’ sick leave. 

August 11th.—It was reported that Franco-German relations would form 
the principal subject of discussion at the meeting of Foreign Ministers during 
the meeting of the League Council in September. It was understood that 
recent conversations between M. Briand and Herr von Hosch, the German 

Ambassador, had dealt with the question of the strength of Rhineland 
garrisons.

Seven men arrested during demonstrations in favour of Sacco and Vanzettj 
were sentenced to terms of imprisonment varying from one week to one 


month. 
August 12th.—It was reported that M. Louis Barthou, Minister of Justice, 


addressed a circular explaining the status of foreigners in France, to the 
Prefects of the Departments. 

August 14th.—M. André Marty, the Communist Deputy, was arrested. 

The Times Paris Correspondent reported that negotiations for a Franco. 
German Commercial Treaty appeared to be nearing a successful conclusion, 
The treaty, he stated, was likely to cover practically the whole range of 
Exports between the two countries. 

August 16th.—The trade returns for July showed that exports had ex. 
ceeded imports in value by nearly 431,000,000 francs (£3,448,000). 

August 171h.—The provisional Franco-German Commercial agreement 
was initialled in Paris at the Ministry of Commerce by M. Bokanowski and 
Herr Posse as heads of their respective delegations. 

Augusi 18i:h.—The French Government replied to the British Note on 
the proposed reduction of troops in the Rhineland. They desired in general 
to maintain a strong force as a guarantee for the continued fulfilment of 
German Treaty obligations. 

It was reported that copies of the Italian Communist newspaper // Lavo- 
vatovre Italiano had been confiscated by order of M. Chiappe, prefect of Police 
of Paris, owing to the publication of articles inciting French soldiers to 
disobey orders.

August 23vd.—It was reported from Haipong, in French Indo-China, in 
The Times of this date, that violent conflicts had occurred on four successive 
days from 17th-2oth August, between Annamites and Chinese. Six persons 
were stated to have been killed and 100 wounded. About 150 arrests were 


made. 

August 23vd.—Anti-U.S.A. demonstrations took place in Paris and cafés 
and shops were wrecked in the north-eastern district. 200 policemen were 
injured. 

The Times Correspondent discussed Franco-German relations in regard 
to the Rhineland issue. He stated that the differences which had clouded 
the Franco-British conversation were the result of a confusion of ideas, 
namely whether the purpose of the Armies of Occupation was to ensure the 
security of France or whether it was to be an international guarantee for the 
payment of reparations.

of Sacco and Vanzetti and disorders fomented by revolutionary agencies, 
He advised the citizens of Paris when demonstrations were made not to 
hinder the police by becoming involved in the riots. 

August 25th.—M. Poincaré welcomed the delegates to the 24th Conference 
of the Inter-Parliamentary Union and said that the war had not been without 
its contribution to strengthening the work of rapprochement. Herr Loebe, 
President of the Reichstag, one of the German delegates also spoke. 

August 26th.—One person was killed and fourteen others injured as a 
result of a bomb explosion at Juan-les-Pins. The outrage was thought to 
be in the nature of a reprisal for the execution of Sacco and Vanzetti. 

August 26th.—It was reported that an agreement had been reached 
between the French and British Governments in regard to the reduction of 
strengths in the Rhineland. It was understood that the French forces of 
occupation would be reduced by about 8,000 and the British and Belgian 
by approximately 1,000 each.

August 27th.—The League Transit Conference held a meeting at which 
Mr. Norman §S. Titus, one of the three American delegates, said that the 
United States attached considerable importance to the work of the Conference 
and to that of the International Economic Conferences, which enabled her 
to profit by the experiences of other countries.

Guadalauara had been seized by a “‘ Red ”’ syndicate and the British and 
American staffs besieged in their homes. The American Chargé d’ Affaires 
asked the Mexican Government to provide suitable protection.

General Don José Sanjurjo Sacanell Marques de Monte Malmusi, the Spanish 
Commander-in-Chief and High Commissioner in Morocco, in which he 
reviewed the past and pointed out what remained to be done in the future.

Mr. Gibson, each made a statement of the position as seen by their respective 
countries. In his final declaration, Mr. Gibson stated that on many important 
questions provisional agreement had been reached, and it was only when the 
Conference took up the question of the limitation of the cruiser class that 
difficulties were encountered.

August 5th.—In a statement to British correspondents in Geneva, Lord 
Jellicoe said that Mr. Gibson, in his speech at the closing of the Conference, 
had failed to realise that he laboured under a misapprehension in regard to 
his (Lord Jellicoe’s) views concerning merchant ships in war. 

Mr. Bridgeman, chief British delegate at the Conference, returned from 
Geneva.

August 7th.—General Dawes opinion on the failure of the Conference.

Press Opinions on the Failure of the Naval Limitation Conference. 


August 5th.—Baron Tanaka, the Prime Minister, in a statement to the 
vernacular press said that he regretted the failure of the Conference but 
that Japan’s readiness to agree to limitation of naval armament remained 
unchanged. 

It was stated that no surprise was shown in France at the failure of the 
Conference though it was regarded as introducing a disquieting element into 
international politics. In future discussions France would doubtless take 
advantage of the point pressed by the British Delegation that the reduction 
of armaments of whatever nature should have regard to the security of the 
countries which were asked to make agreements on the subject. 

The Tageblatt criticised the failure of the Conference which it attributed 
to lack of proper preparation and to giving the naval experts a free hand. 
It considered that from a technical point of view, both the United States 
and Great Britain were right. 

It was reported that Signor Forges Davanzati, in an article, expressed 
disgust at the “‘ hypocrisy and dishonesty ”’ of the Pacific Powers and stated 
that whatever the final outcome of naval limitation was among the other 
Great Powers, Italy must on no account consent to having the tonnage 
armament and size of her navy measured and controlled in such a manner 
as to leave her with merely an infinitely smaller number of exactly the same 
types of ships and guns as those possessed by other Powers. 

The Times Correspondent at Geneva analysed the causes of the failure 
of the Conference. He noted particularly the lack of proper preparation 
and suggested that problem of naval disarmament could not be left where 
it was. 

The Times Washington Correspondent also made a statement in which 
he reported that suggestions of a period of competitive building following 
the breakdown of the Conference found little support in America. President 
Coolidge, he stated, was against any armament race and there was a general 
expectation that the common sense of both countries could be counted upon 
to make such a competition unnecessary.

Foreign Office has notified all the Legations that henceforth no Persian 
subject may act as an honorary agent to any foreign Government. Persons 
who have hitherto acted in such a capacity will not in future be officially 
recognised.

August 1oth.—It was reported that four Russian emigrés in Vilna had been 
ordered to leave Poland, and that several other persons would receive similar 
orders. 

August 12th.—Twenty persons, several of whom were soldiers were arrested 
at Lemberg on the suspicion of being connected with an espionage organi- 
zation working on behalf of the Soviet Government. 

August 13th.—Trial of reported Polish spies. (See Lithuania.) 

August 22nd.—It was reported in the Polish Press than an employee of 
the Ministry of Public Works was seized by Lithuanians when travelling 
near the frontier and that the Lithuanians had also detained a Polish airman, 
who made a forced landing on Lithuanian territory, on the ground that he 
was a spy. 

August 25th.—Owing to the indisposition of M. Zaleski, M. Sokol has 
been appointed Polish delegate to the League Council which opens on 5th 
September. 

August 29th.—The Government decided to double the Customs duties in 
the case of countries which had no trade agreement with Poland. 

August 30th.—It was reported from Warsaw that the Soviet Government 
had asked the Polish Government to accept M. Dymitri Bogomoloff, of the 
Commissariat of Foreign Affairs, as Minister to Poland, as successor to the 
murdered M. Voikoff. 


Portugal. 


August 9th.—The Convention in connection with the Duro water power 
was signed in Lisbon in duplicate by each member of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese delegations, and will be ratified and published by both Governments. 
August 12th.—An attempt was made to carry out a coup d’état was reported. 
Two Portuguese Army Officers entered the Presidential Palace at Lisbon and 
endeavoured to force Lieut.-Colonel Passos e Sousa, the new Vice-President 


of the Council, who was engaged in Cabinet reconstruction, to nominate 


Ministers acceptable to the Army. One officer opened fire on the Cabinet, 
without causing serious injury. He escaped. The Government backed by 
an overwhelming portion of the Army, took swift action, many arrests were 
made and the situation was said to be stable.

He further stated that twenty-two 
units would be repatriated and the repatriation of all the Expeditionary 
force would follow by degrees. 

August 23rd.—An official note was issued explaining the recent agreement 
between Spain and Portugal for the utilization of the water-power of the 
River ‘Douro.

August 9th and 10th.—Closing of passes into Switzerland. (See Italy.) 
August 14th.—Italian apology for frontier incident. (See Jialy). 


August 22nd.—A crowd of 5,000 people gathered in the Plaine de Plain- 
palais, Geneva, to demonstrate against the execution of Sacco and Vanzetti, 
and after the speeches had been delivered, marched through the streets. 
Many hotels and American shops, including the League Council Room, were 
broken into. Revolvers were used by some of the demonstrators. One man 
was wounded and twenty-five killed. A police station was stormed, cinemas 
showing American films were seized. An American garage was partly des- 
troyed and an assistant injured. 

August 24th.—Fifty arrests were made as a result of the riots on 22nd 
August. 

y noe 25th.—The arrest of a further four persons connected with the 
recent riots was reported, three of whom were leaders of the demonstration. 


Syria. 

August 12th.—It was reported that the Druse Chiefs had informed the 
French High Commissioner that they did not desire to be united with the 
State of Damascus, but wished their country to be independent under a 
French Governor. 





















Turkey. 


August 15th.—It was reported that a band of insurgents under Sheik 
Pasho, had attacked a Turkish village near Telit. 


August 23rd.—It was officially announced that the General Election would 
be held in the country early in September. 


August 28th.—An armed band, formed to carry out murders and acts of 
sabotage, led by Hadji Sami (one of the 150 undesirables who, under the 
Treaty of Lausanne, were forbidden to enter Turkey) was discovered by the 
police at Kush Ada, near Smyrna. In a fight which followed Hadji Sami 
and his brother were killed and three other members of the band were 
captured. 


August 28th.—The Council of Ministers held a meeting, under the Presi- 
dency of Ghazi Pasha, at the Dolma Bagtche Palace, when it was believed 
internal affairs were discussed, especially the activities of the ‘‘ One Hundred 
and Fifty.” 

August 30th.—The list of candidates for the coming General Election was 


published, together with a manifesto to the nation by the President of the 
Republic. All the new candidates belong to the Kemalist Party. 
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Uruguay. 

August 7th.—As a protest against the Sacco-Vanzetti sentence a Genera] 
Strike was fixed for the 9th August. A bomb was found outside the offices 
of the National City Bank of New York, in Montevideo. 

August 23rd.—Demonstrations against the execution of Sacco and Vanzettj 
and a stoppage of work were reported. 


U.S.A. 


August 3vd.—The Washington Correspondent to The Times discussed 
Mr. Coolidge’s statement that he did ‘‘ not choose to run for President in 
1928,’’ the meaning of which phrase he stated would be likely to be the 
subject of a debate for weeks. He considered that of other Republican 
candidates who might come forward none was better entitled to nomination 
than Mr. Hoover. 

August 4th.—Mr. Kellogg, the Secretary of State, on receipt of a despatch 
reporting the adjournment of the Naval Limitation Conference issued a 
statement expressing regret that an agreement for limitation had not been 
made. 

August 5th.—Some details were published of a new giant Army bomber 
known as a “‘ Supercyclops ”’ of which test flight will be made shortly. 

Meetings were held in New York to protest against the decision against 
the intervention in the case of Sacco and Vanzetti and in New York and 
Brooklyn resolutions were passed to ask the American Federation of Labour 
to calla national strike. Mr. Wm. J. Thompson and Mr. Herbert B. Ehrmann, 
lawyers for the defence, decided to retire from the case, and will be succeeded 
by Mr. Arthur D. Hill. 

Two bomb explosions occurred in New York, the Emmanuel Presbyterian 
Church in Philadelphia was wrecked by dynamite and a bomb exploded in 
the Mayor’s house, Baltimore. The outrages were attributed to sympathisers 
with the condemned Italian Communists (Sacco and Vanzetti). 

August 7th.—Opening of the Peace Bridge. (See Canada.) 

A motion for a new trial of Sacco and Vanzetti was filed. 

August 8th.—The State Supreme Court refused the petition of counsel 
for the defence for a writ of habeas corpus to stay the execution of Sacco and 
Vanzetti and also a petition for a writ of error. 

Burning of U.S.A. flag at Casablanca. (See France.) 

German Dye Trust and Standard Oil Company combine. (See Germany.) 

August 9th.—Figures were issued by the Department of Immigration 
according to which the net gain to the population by immigration during 
the past twelve months amounted to 284,493 persons. 

President Coolidge approved the building programme developed by the 
General Board of the Navy Department. Mr. Wilbur, Secretary of the 
Navy, in a statement to the press pointed out that there would be no change 
of plan due to the inability to reach an agreement at Geneva. 

August 10th.—A mob, 4,000 strong, gathered in Chicago. Motor cars 
were wrecked and trams held up. Upon the use of tear bombs and revolver 
shots they dispersed. A bomb set to explode at 11 p.m. was discovered in 
an empty building adjacent to the Post Office. 

A meeting of 15,000 persons was held in Union Square, New York, and 
2,500 participants marched towards “ Little Italy.’”” One policeman was 
badly mauled but the procession was finally broken up by the police and 
five arrests were made. 

August 11th.—A respite up to midnight on 22nd August was granted to 
Sacco and Vanzetti. In the meantime their case will come before the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts. 

August 12th.—The police in New York continued their precautions against 
damage to the subways and public buildings in connection with the Sacco 
and Vanzetti agitation. 
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U.S.A.—(contd.) 


August 14th.—Correspondence between the United States Embassy and 
the Foreign Office on the subject of the reciprocal release of property seques- 
trated under the Trading with the Enemy Acts, was published. 


August 15th.—Rear-Admiral Jones, the American delegate at the Naval 
Limitation Conference, made a statement to the Press in which he expressed 
the belief that the Conference had opened the eyes of the American people to 
the necessity for the maintenance of an adequate Navy and the improvement 
of the mercantile marine. 

August 16th.—The home of one of the jurors in the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
in East Milton, a suburb of Boston, was wrecked by the explosion of a powerful 
bomb. None of the occupants were injured. 


Appointment of Counsellor in Ottawa. (See Canada.) 


The Massachusetts State Supreme Court began the hearing of the plea 
of the defence against Judge Sanderson’s denial of a writ of error. 


The New York Sacco-Vanzetti Emergency Committee, a Communist 
organization, decided to call on workers to strike for one day on Monday. 


August 19th.—The Massachusetts Supreme Court rejected all the pleas 
put forward by the defence on behalf of Sacco and Vanzetti and the condemned 
men were removed to the “‘ death house.” 

Luigia Vanzetti, sister of the condemned man, arrived in New York. 

It was announced that an application would be made to the Federal 
Supreme Court for a writ of a certiorari on behalf of the condemned man. 


August 21st.—Three separate pleas for a stay of execution in the case of 
Sacco and Vanzetti were dismissed. 


Petitions for a further respite were also made to Governor Fuller and 
President Coolidge. 


Mr. Arthur Hill, the Chief Counsel for Sacco and Vanzetti, resigned. 


Senor Tocornal, the Chilean Ambassador, resigned and Senor Carlos da 
Vila was appointed his successor. 


August 22nd.—All efforts of the defence to gain respite for Sacco and 
Vanzetti failed. A demonstration was held near Pittsburg, but was broken 
up by the police who lost one man shot.

Threat to American Minister at Athens. (See Greece). 

August 23rd.—Nicola Sacco, Bartolomeo Vanzetti and Celestino Medeiros 
were executed in Charleston prison. 


It was reported that a commission, escorted by United States Marines; 
was going to Somoto, Nicaragua, the headquarters of Carlos Salgado, a former 
revolutionary leader who had recently been engaged in banditry, to accept 
the surrender of his arms and ammunition. ‘ 


August 23rd.—Mr. Wilbur, the Secretary of the Navy, speaking at a con- 
ference said that he expected to ask Congress at the next session for 
100 per cent. increase in the naval shipbuilding programme, and declared that 
the failure of the Naval Conference at Geneva should result in the strengthen- 
ing of the United States Navy. 

August 25th.—A statement which appeared in a Washington newspaper, 
alleging that the State Department had received information that Great 
Britain and Japan had reached a secret naval understanding was categorically 
denied by the State Department. 
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U.S.A.—(contd.) 


Attack on United States warship at Nanking. (See China, Foreigy 
Relations.) 

August 30th.—The Times Washington Correspondent discussed Lord 
Cecil’s resignation from the League of Nations and stated that it would help 
to keep the question of disarmament in the forefront of international politics, 
He said that President Coolidge did not intend to allow the question to drop, 
but held that the initiative in calling another Conference must come from 
some Power other than the United States. 


U.S.S.R. 


August 3rd.—The Plenary Joint Session of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party and the Central Control Commission debated the question 
of M. Trotsky’s expulsion from the staff of the Communist Party. 

August 4th—It was reported from Minsk that a severe skirmish had 
occurred between the frontier guards of the Ogpu (Cheka) and a strong body 
of armed men, who were escorting a party, who were alleged to have been 
concerned in the recent explosions at Leningrad, across the frontier at Vilna. 

Also reported that a band under the leadership of one Klim, had occupied 
several villages near Minsk, disarming the local ‘‘ Red ’’ forces and shooting 
ten Communists, including the chief of the local Cheka, Koroleff, and his 
assistant. 

M. Chicherin, the Foreign Commissar, made a statement to the press on 
Anglo-Soviet relations in which he stated that the Soviet Government would 
willingly negotiate if any serious proposals came from the British Government 
but that they would insist on security against the recurrence of acts such as 
the Arcos raid. 

August 8th—The Ukrainian Soviet Government announced that the 
Commissariat of Education had passed a resolution to allow the establishment 
of private elementary and secondary schools under the Government’s super- 
vision. 

August 9th.—Numerous appeals were made by political organizations and 
religious bodies on behalf of Sacco and Vanzetti. 

It was reported that the Communist International had addressed a message 
to Communists and workers of the world to organize strikes and mass meetings 
to fight the American bourgeoise. 

The joint session of the Central Committee of the Communist Party and 
the Central Control Commission concluded its session and passed a resolution 
declaring that the relations between Great Britain and the U.S.S.R. were 
greatly strained and that the war danger was real. 

August 10th.—The Plenary Conference of the Central Committee and the 
Control Commission of the Communist Party, which had concluded its sittings 
in Moscow, refused to approve the decision to expel Trotsky and Zinovieff 
from the staff of the party, but passed a motion for the reprimanding of these 
members and others of the Opposition. 

Russians ordered to leave Poland. (See Poland.) 

August 14th.—Representatives of the ‘‘ Red ’’ Trade Unions returned to 
Moscow from China, but were unsuccessful in holding a conference of the 
Pacific Trade Unions. The next conference will be summoned in Melbourne. 

August 15th.—M. Kalinin, Co-President of the U.S.S.R., in an address to 
the Congress of Water Transport Workers upon the ‘“ War against the 
U.S.S.R.”’ deplored as dangerous the tendency in some quarters to minimise 
the probabilities of war. 

August 16th—M. Rakovsky, the Soviet Ambassador in Paris, attended 
the plenary conference at Moscow and signed the opposition declaration, 
together with the Soviet Envoy to Italy, Kameneff, Trotsky, Zinovieff and 


others. 
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U.S.S.R.—(contd.) 


It was reported that the total harvest in the U.S.S.R. would be consider- 
ably below that for 1926. 

August 21st.—The Soviet Authorities released the Metropolitan Sergei, 
Acting Head of the Russian Orthodox Church, and a number of other pre- 
lates, one of the conditions on which the Soviet would permit them to resume 
activity was that ‘‘ the Church must proclaim its loyalty to the Soviet 
Government.”’ 

It was reported that at a cavalry festival in Leningrad, Unschlicht (one of 
the most notorious chiefs the Cheka and Ogpu have had), who was Acting 
Commissar for War in the absence of Voroshiloff, and Muklevich, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Red Navies and a Member of the Revolutionary Military 
Council, both dwelt on the imminence of war. Muklevich stated that the 
first danger in a war would be from the British fleet in the Baltic, and that 
the most pressing task for the Soviet was “‘ to keep the chief enemy, Great 
Britain, from their shores.”’ 

August 22nd.—It was reported that the Bolshevists had induced Feng 
Yu-hsiang’s son to publish a letter denouncing his father as a renegade and 
an enemy of the working classes. 

August 23rd.—It was reported that as a result of the execution of Sacco 
and Vanzetti the Profintern had issued a manifesto urging the world prole- 
tariat to reply to this “‘ Sacrifice on the altar of the American bourgeoisie ”’ 
with resolute organization for a decisive battle with the ‘‘ accursed bour- 
geois Governments.”’ The authorities organized mass meetings in Moscow. 
Leningrad, Kharkoff and Kieff in order to record vows of vengeance for 
‘two innocent revolutionaries.”’ 

August 23vd.—Mme. Klepikoff, three Customs officials, Zykoff, Peterleiter 
and Borisovsky, and a trader, Kivman, were shot by order of the Soviet 
authorities. 

The Central Executive Committee of the U.S.S.R. suspended the execution 
of the sentence on General Annenkov and General Denisov while considering 
their appeal. 

August 23rd.—M. Iwan Khoniavko and M. Martin Zeltin, a director of 
Arcos, Ltd., officials of the Russian Oil Products, Ltd., were requested to 
leave Great Britain. 

August 24th.—The Tsik (Central Executive Committee) rejected the appeal 
of the Cossack Generals Annenkov and Denisov, who were executed. 

August 28th.—The Ikki (Central Committee of the Communist Inter- 
national) at a meeting in Moscow passed an unanimous resolution on the 
international situation and brought forward an official motion proclaiming 
the danger of war directed against Soviet Russia. 

The Presidium of the Central Executive Committee of Soviet Russia 
announced the issue of a new internal 10-year 6 per cent Lottery Loan for 
200,000,000 roubles (£20,000,000), the proceeds of which will be earmarked 
for industrialization and capital repairs. 

August 30th.—Preliminaries for the “‘ great Autumn manceuvres ” com- 
menced in South Russia. Practically the whole of the Red Army will be 
engaged as well as the Black Sea Fleet and Red Air Force. Trade Unionist 
detachments and detachments of the Soviet Gas Warfare Association will 
also take part and an extensive military propaganda, it was stated, will 
be launched. 

It was announced by the Soviet authorities that a “ great trial” of 
alleged British spies would begin before the Military Court at Leningrad 
on 2nd September. Twenty-six persons, including Goyer and Sokoloff are 
to be tried.

August 5th.—M. Miltchitch, the new Chargé d’ Affaires to Albania left for 


Tirana. 

War Debt and Relief Debt agreements with Great Britain. (See Greg

August 11.—Attempted assassination of King George of Greece. (See 
Greece.) 

August 16th.—An official communiqué issued by the Yugoslav Ministry 
of the Interior stated that about thirty Katchaks arriving from Albania had 
attempted to commit robberies near Tenovo, but were attacked by gendarmes 
and the local population. Three Katchaks were killed, including the notor- 
ious robber, Kalyosh, who had terrorised Southern Serbia since 1920. 

August 17th.—M. Marinkovitch, the Foreign Minister, exchanged Ratifi- 
cations of the Church School Conventions with the Roumanian Minister. 

M. Yeftitch, the new Yugoslav Minister in Tirana, left for Belgrade. 

August 21st.—Arrival of new Albanian Minister. (See Albania.) 

August 27th.—It was reported that a hostile demonstration by the Yugo- 
slav railway police took place at Tsaribrod against the Bulgarian University 
delegation, which was on its way to the International Student Congress at 
Rome and the Bulgarian delegation to the Inter-Parliamentary Conference 


at Paris. 
III.—LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. 


THE ASSEMBLY MEETS. 


On the surface, the agenda of this year’s session of the League of Nations’ 
Assembly looks a dull one, but experience has shown that the agenda can never 
be taken as an index of what will actually take place. For example, although the 
disarmament problem is not listed for discussion, the question is sure to crop up 
during the debates. Also, the recent Economic Conference should give rise to an 
interesting and important discussion. 


In any case, it should be remembered that the plenary sessions of the Assembly 
are largely in the nature of a gesture to the world. The routine work in the six 
Commissions, though of less interest to the onlooker, is valuable to an extent which 
can hardly be over-estimated. All the usual matters—such as opium, the white 
slave traffic, the world’s health, mandates and finance—will thus come under 
review, and future developments will be hammered out in detail. 


SLAVERY IN SIERRA LEONE. 


The British Protectorate of Sierra Leone has leapt into the limelight as a result 
of the decision of its Supreme Court that slave-owners have a legal right to 
recapture run-away slaves. Although steps are being taken in Sierra Leone 
gradually to stamp out slavery, this verdict would certainly seem to put the clock 
back. It may have repercussions in other parts of Africa where the chiefs still 
cling jealously to the old traditions of slave-owning. 


The mistake must not be made of regarding the judgment of the Sierra Leone 
Court as typical of opinion throughout the British Empire. Our colonial 
administrators, on the whole, have made no secret of their desire and intention to 
abolish slavery and slave-owning. But undoubtedly other countries will find it 
hard to reconcile the decision with the Anti-Slavery Convention which Great 
Britain sponsored at Geneva two years ago and which was adopted by the Assembly 
last year. It is only to be expected that some member of the League will raise 
the question of slavery in Sierra Leone at this year’s Assembly.—By the courtesy 
of the League of Nations Union.
